FOREIGN SPINNERS SEEK 
EVERY BALE OF COTTON 


While Howling Price Is Too 
High in Order to Keep Ameri- 
can Spinners Out of Market. 
Richard H. Edmonds Says 
Cotton Will Go Higher and 
Advises American Spinners 
to Get Busy. 


New Orleans, October 20.—(8pecial.) 
Discussing the cotton situation, Rich- 
ard H. Edmonds, editor of The Manu- 
facturers’ Record, who is In the south 
making a study of crop prospects and 
probable consumption, said 

“The American spinners are being 
played by foreign spinners for suckers, 
and they cre being played with an 
energy that ought to satisfy the most 
enthusiastic fisherman. In other 
words, foreign spinners are endeavor- 
ing in every way possible to convince 
the spinners in this country and all 
other people identified with the cotton 
trade that the price of the raw cotton 
is too high, and that the way to bring 
ebdout a reduction is to shut down mills 
until cotton declines to. a point satis- 
factory to the buyer. 

Foreign Spinners Buying 

“The American spinners are taking 
this talk of the foreign spinners seri- 
ously, and while they are, to a large 
extent, as compared with previous 
years, keeping out of the market, -for- 
eign spigners are buying every bale of 
cotton they can get their hands on. 
The question of price does not seem 
to enter into their actua] calculations, 
although they are struggling to im- 
press upon American spinners the folly 
of buying at present prices. 

“No one familiar with the shrewd- 
ness and the knowledge of business 
conditions throughout the world of 
foreign spinners should be surprised 
at the game which they are playing. It 
has been played steadily for more than 
half a century, but there {fs room for 
surprise that American spinners should 
so readily fall into the trap. 

Cotton Not Too High. 

“As a matter of fact, the present 
price of cotton is not unduly high. It 
is not in fact, even at present figures 
vielding to the farmers the profit 
which should be won out of this, na- 
ture’s greatest monopoly. Considering 
the increased cost of production and 
the increased cost of living, it is 
doubtful whether 13-cent cotton is giv- 
ing better net results to the producer 
than 8 or 9-cent cotton would have 
done seven or eight years ago. To 
assume that the world will not con- 
sume this entire crog, even if it sold 
at 15 cents a pound, is absurd to any 
man who ig thoroughly famillar with 
the world’s business conditions and 
who recognizes that, until an article 
reaches a practically prohibitory 
price, consumption is not materially 
lesseded by what, under other condi- 
tions, might have been regarded as a 
high price. 

“The advance in the price of iron is 
only 30 to 35 per cent in the last few 
months without in the slightest restrict- 
ing the consumption of pig iron. In 
fact, we are now producing pig iron at 
the rate of 30,000,000 tons a year and 
selling it on a basis of about $15 a 
ton at Birmingham, where, as last year, 
we found it very difficult to market 
15,000,000. tons of pig fron at 380 per 
cent lower price.

New Constitution Provides All 
Males and Females, White, 
Over 21, Owning Property 
and Living in Park Have a 
Right to Vote. 


Richmond, Va., October 20.—The peo- 
ple of Ginter Park, the most fash- 
ionable and the wealthiest suburb of 
Richmond, have formally extended the 
suffrage to women. 

At a meeting of the Citizens’ Asso- 
ciation last night, the governing body 
of the suburb, a constitution and by- 
laws were adopted, one provision of 
which is that “all males and females. 
white and over 21 years of age, own- 
ing propefty and living in Ginter Park 
and subscribing to the constitution and 
by-laws have a right to vote.”

Birge Confesses That, Although 
Hired to Protect Government, 
He Took Bribes From _ In- 
spectors to Underweigh for 
Period of Eight Years. 


New York, October 20.—Fight years 
of systematic and exceedingly profit- 
able cheating of the United States gcov- 
ernment was discovered today by 
George E. Birge, a customa weigher, 
a witness in the trial of Antonio and 
Philip Musica, chosen importers. 

After telling how he had under- 
weighed a large importation of cheese 
for -the Musicas and received $194 as 
his share of the profits, he said that 
he had similar dealinks with hundreds 
of other firms of importers. He de- 
Clared also that there was a regular 
system of cheating in which a num- 
ber of customs employes were  in- 
volved. 

Birgwe Is one of three weighers who 
have confesseq and is testifying for 
the government. An echo of the gov- 
ernment’s suit against the American 
Sugar Refining Company was brought 
out by Birge’s testimony. He said that 
prior to his operations for the Musicas 
and others, he had been almost ex- 
clusively employed in underweighing 
and cheating in behalf of “the sugar. 
people.” 

Woman Roasts Collector Loeb. 

New York, October 20.—News of 
the activity of custom officers at this 
port apyrarentliy has been received by 
Americans abroad in more or less dis- 
torted form, judging by a letter re- 
ceived by Mayor McClellan today from 
a woman in Paris, and turned over 
to Collector of the Port Wililam Loeb, 
Jr. The letter says, in part: 


“Tl am in receipt of letters telling 
of pinching, poking and being person- 
ally felt of. If any one attempts to 
insult me in that way I intend to the 
best of my ability to knock him down 
and 1 ask for  ~w»nolice protection in 
doing so. 

“There is no other land on 
giobe in which a decent woman is 
not perfectly safe. I have been in 
nearly every country on‘ the globe 
and have met with kindness and re- 
spect. I make two exception— 
Turkey and Central America, were 
not safe for white women unescorted 
—but one could hire protection in both 
these countries, dnd the new Turks 
and the English government have 
made these two countries safe and 
comfortable for women. It is only in 
coming home that I was afraid, and 
I ask again for police protection.”

New York, Octoder 20.—2- quiet Tit- 
tle group of New York women, bear~: 
ing banners lebeled “Votes for Wom- 
en,” stood on the White Star line pier 
tonight and welcomed to America Mre. 
Emmeline Gould Pankhurst, of Man- 
chester, England, the leader of the 
militant suffragettes of Great Britain. 

She Has Served Two Terms. 

In accordance with the rulings of the 
customs authorities, less than twenty 
persons were admitted on the dock 
and the reception to the little woman 
who has served two terms of imprison- 
ment for her activity In the cause, was 
devoid of clamor and smacked nothing 
of the militant methods for which Mra, 
Pankhurst has been sponsor. 

Immediately she set foot on the 
shore she was whieked away by her 
admirers and supporters of the cause 
in this country to the suffragette head- 
quarters at 502 Fifth avenue. 

Mrs. Pankhurst is slight of stature 
and has a wealth of brown hair which 


ie just turning gray. 
She looked a typical English women 


and was dressed becomingly in a dress 


of dark material, 
Why She Comes to America. 
“I am coming to America,” she said 


to the seporters, “to speak on the sub- 
ject of equal rights for women and to 
study the situation in this country. I 
think we are away ahead of you in this 
matter.” 

As she talked, Mrs. Pankhurst dis- 
played a Httle medallion she wore, and 
explained that it was a distinguishing 
mark worn by those English women 
,;who have been imprisoned for the 
| cause. 

“) suffered confinement,” she contin- 
ued, “and had only one hour of exer- 
cise out of the twenty-four. During 
the other twenty-three I was confined 
in a little cell, 8 by 10 feet. I wore 
the regular prison garb, too, but I did 
not bring this costume to New York 
with me. ' 

Defends Militant Tactics. 

“The movement is progressing satis- 
factorily in England. We have pledges 
from practically two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of parliament to vote for us as 
soon as a bill is prepared by the gov- 
ernment. We expect, sooner or later, to 
compel the government to introduce 
the bill. Just when this will come to 
pass I am not prepared to say.” 

Mrs. Pankhurst stoutly defended mil! - 
tant tactics. “All great movements 
have been worked out by violence,” she 
said. 

“The American people secured their 
liberty by violence, so why not rush 
the house of commons to obtain what 
we regard as our rights? The ballot 
granted to women will make them 
more intelligent, less self-centered, and 
on the whole, much better citizens.”

“All mankind is living On a higher 
Plane. Wages in the Orient and in 
Europe, as well as in this country, 
have been steadily advancing for 
some years, with occasional brief pe- 
riods of reaction, such as that follow- 
ing the panic cC€ 1907. But, broadly 
speaking, ther. is a steady, world- 
wide forward movement. 

Great Forward Movement. 

“It finds expression in an infinite 
variety of ways. It is stimulating the 
building of railroads, the improvement 
tte construction of 
the irrigation of dry land, the 
reclamation of wet land, and, in gen- 


broadest advancement of mankind and 
for the fullest utilization of the vast 
resources which nature has given us 
for development. All of these things 
are contributing to the better employ- 
ment of people, the greater demand for 
labor, and to an increased consumption 
of foodstuffs, as well as of manufac- 
tured products. The ifon producers, 
the growers of whéat and corn an® 
other agricultural products, and manu- 
facturers of nearly all lines are shar- 
ing in this incr§ased activity and in- 
creased profit to a greater extent than 
the cotton growers of the south. If 
there had been no material shorjage 
in the yield of cotton compared with 
last year there should have been, 
merely to keep pace with the advance 
in other things, @ rise of 25 to 30 per 
cent in the price of cotton over the 
average or the preceding crop. 
Cotten Should Ge Higher. 

“The world’s improved business con- 
ditions would have justified this. When 
we remember that whatever may be 
the actual final outcome it is an un- 
questionable fact that the crop will be 
very much leas than last year, while 
the consumption will certainly be as 
large, it would seem _ that present 
prices have not yet reached a point of 
fairness to the grower. It is incum- 
bent upon every business interest in 
the south to recqgnize the situation 
and to unite to help the farmer in se- 
curing a price in keeping with the 


other industry. Instead of seeking to 
depress the price of cotton, the south 
should unite to’seek to advance the 
price. At present every man who is 
paying any serious attention to the 
talk of foreign spinners is simply he!lp- 
ing them to laugh up one sleeve, while 
with the other hand they are reaching 
behind his, back and gathering in 
every possible bale of cotton. 

“Later on, when the foreign spin- 
ners have secured the best of the 
crop and the American spinners un- 
dertake to supply their own needs, 
they will wake up to the game that 
has been played upon them.”

By Senator Smith of South 
Carolina. 


He Declares Church Should 
Cry Aloud and Convict the 
Thief Who Steals Railroad as 
Quickly as One Who Steals 


Penny. 


Charlotte, N. C., October 20.—With 
an address from United States Senator 
E. D. Smith, of South Carolina, on “The 
Industrial Development in the South 
and the Cotton Mill as an Economic 
Problem,” the Home Mission Confer- 
ence rounded out a day and night cal- 
culated to shed light on the question 
of the relation of the church to the in- 
dustrial situation. 

Senator Smith’s addréss was the fea- 
ture of the day's sessions. He made 
an earnest plea for the cotton mill 
operatives, whom he characterized as 
men and women as ripe and as fit for 
God’s Kingdom as the wealthier classes 
among which the chureh is working. 
The field, he declared, is ready for 
the harvesters. The church should go 
to them, not with the patronizing hand 
of charity, but with the broad spirit 
of stétesmanship, which recognizes 
their possibilities and affords oppor- 
tunity for legitimate expression. 

Convert Millionaires. 

“I bring no railing accusation 
against the church, but it seems to me 
it is time the multi-millionaires had 


missionaries sent to them. You em- 
phasize the petty vices of the poor and 


doff your hats to the scarcely veiled! 


crime which stalks in’ silk and gold. 
If the whole church would cry aloud 
and convict the thief who steals a 
railroad as quickly as the one who 
Steals a penny, the situation would be 
remedied. The Gospel, as I understand 
it, means good tidings of great joy 
which shall be to all people, and that 
does not mean theological dissertations 


either. Christ gave real help to those | 


who needed it and His gospel means 
giving every man a fair show.”’ 

Senator Smith’s remarks created a 
wild sensation. Speakers who follow- 
ed him urged the need of larger gifts 
for the prosecution of the work in 
mill settlements and more appoint- 
ments of ministers to these fields. 

The sessions closed tonight with a 
masterly address by Dr. J. C. Kilgo, 
president of Trinity College, who ex- 
pressed a lack of sympathy for the 


man whe makes a business of stirring 


up sympathy for overworked children. 
He declared that he felt more concern 
for the children of the rich, who are 
brought up in indolence, than for the 
people whose necessities demand that 
they work their children over-time, He 
rasped the church people who draw 
class distinction and who shun the 
honest toiler. “It is no more honorable 
to sit in the United States senate,’ he 
declared, “‘than it is to shovel coal.”

FOR NEWTON COUNTY 


Organizers of the Company 
ropose to Manufacture 
Cotton Blankets. 


October 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—For several weeks a movement 
has been On foot by the citizens of 
this city to organize another big cot- 
ton mill for this city and at the meet- 
ing held this afternoon the bulk of 
the stock was subscribed, and it is 
positively stated by the promoters 
that enough of the stock has already 
been placed to make the mill a sure 
thing. 

It is proposed by the organizers of 
the new company to erect a mill for 
the manufacture of cotton blankets. 


Covington, Ga., 


The capital stock of the new com- 


pany will be $150,000 and a petition 
for charter will be applied for next 
week. The mill will contain 100 looms 
and will use the labor of 300 em- 
ployees The capacity of the mill will 
be between 800 and 1,000 pairs of 
blankets per day. 

This county already has two big 
cotton mills, both of which are doing 
an enormous business, consuming 
about 22,000 bales of cotton annually, 
and with the organization of this one 
nearly the entire yield of cotton in 
this county will be consumed by local 
manufacturing plants.

FELDER ATTACKS 


RECORDER SCOURT 


Says Stockade Sentences 
Violate Constitution. 


Case in Question That of 


Samuel Loeb---City Attorney 
Defends Constitutionality' of 
Law---Felder Throws Taunt 
at Mayson. 


In a comprehensive and vigorous 
analysis of the law creating the re- 
corder’s court of the city of Atlanta, 
Thomas B, Felder yesterday, before the 
supreme court, attacked the law as vio-~ 
lative of the state constitution, the 
federal constitution, and the privilege 
enjoyed since magna charta of a trial 
by a jury of peers. 

He contended that the power pf a re- 
corder’s court should be confined to 
violations of municipal by-laws or or- 
dinances; that alternative sentences 
should be given, and no man impris- 
oned without having the opportunity 
of paying a fine in lieu thereof, and 
that to impose both fines and imprison- 
ment without a jury trial was excessive 
punishment for municipal offenses, and 
that the law which authorized it was

unconstitutional. He said it denied a 
right secured to citizens of the Unitea 
States and of Georgia for over 12d 
years.

Infamous Punishment. 

He contended that a sentence to hard 
labor in shackles and on tne streets 
of the city was infamous punishment, 
and merited only by crime, and he in- 
sisted that when an offense amounted 
to a crime it was beyond the jurisdic- 
In 
England since magna charta a police 
magistrate, he said, was limited to 
imposing a fine of not more than five 
pounds, ' 

He quoted the constitution of the 
state of Georgia, which says “There 
shall be within the state of Georgia 
neither slavery nor involuntary servi- 
tude, save as a punishment for crime 
after legal conviction thereof,” and a 
similar paragraph from the constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

He insisted that “itis violative of the 
‘due process’ clause of the constitution 
for a police magistrate to condemn one 
for a petty municipal offense to infa- 
mous punishment. No court of last re- 
sort in this country has ever decided 
the question involved in this case, he 
said. 

The case under consideration was 
that of Samuel Loeb, of Atlanta, who 
was fined $500, sentenced to thirty 
days in the city stockade and bound 
over to the state court by Recorder 
Broyles for a violation of the prohtbi- 
tion law. 

Felder Tauntg Mayseon. 

ae constitutionality of the law gov- 
erning the recorder of Atlanta was 
upheld by City Attorney James L. May- 
son. He spoke for about two hours in 
defense of the law, and contended that 
the punishment imposed upon Loeb 
was neither cruel, unusual, nor exces- 
hive. 

In his reply, Mr. Felder, turning to 
Mr. Mayson, said: 

“Until the state prohibitton law was 
passed in Georgia na recorder ever 
imagined he had the right to impose 
upon his fellowman such infamous 
punishment until Seab Wright and you 
and Nash Broyles got it into their 
noodles that it ceuld be given.’ 

Justice Lumpkin rapped for order, 
and fneisted that Mr. Felder must nor 
reflect upon any court or judge of a 
court, but must be respectful in his 
references. 

In concluding his argument, Mr. May- 


“Tf those convicted by the police, re- 
corder’s or mayor's court of the cities, 
towns and villages of the state must 
be held in the city prisons, without the 
right to work them upon tne streets 
and public places, and there fed in 
idleness, it would be a delightful re- 
treat for the hundreds of paupers, loaf- 
ers and criminals with which such 
centers of population are always af- 
fiieted. Instead cf the two or three 
hundred now confined in the city prison 
of Atlanta, we must expect such num- 
ber to be doubled or trebled under 
such a decision as is herein invoked. 
And while. the taxes raised from the 
hard labor of the law-abiding citizens 
are expended, in increased amounts, yet 
no returns could be made therefor in 
sabor upon the streets or public places 
or otherwise. We do not think that 
the constitution or statutes of the 
union or of the state or the decisions 
of this or cther courts, require such 
folly, and we, therefore, ask the court 
to affirm the judgment of his honor, 
Judge Reid, in remanding this plaintiff 
in error to the custody ef the chief of 
police.”

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SHOULD BE NO TRUUBLE ABOUT IT. 


An Oakland City correspondent, whose letter is published today, depre- 
cates Georgia’s remissness in dealing with her common school teachers. 

,»,We are glad to inform him, however, that there will, or should, be no 
trouble about it on the first of January—if the state treasurer is right. 

We have it upon the authority of State Treasurer Brown, himself, that 
when the first of January arrives, Georgia, after .paying up all her back 
deLts, will be $2,000,000 to the good. 

The state has been informed that it will take only about $600,000 to 
catch up with the teachers and to keep caught up. 

It will be apparent, therefore, that with $2,000,000 more in the treasury 
than the state needs to pay its debts, there cannot possibly be any difficulty 
in putting the teachers upon a basis of prompt payment as soon as their 
money is earned. 

Treasurer Brown says the state will, theoretically, have the money, and 
the first thing to be done, therefore, is to meet Georgia’s most imperative 
obligation. : 

We trust sincerely that it will be so, and that in the years to come there 
will be no- more necessity for waiting on the part of Georgia’s: teachers 
for months after their money is earned, or discounting their salaries at 
usurious rates. 

In the meantime, Expert Alonzo Richardson, after careful examination 
of the treasury’s status, says that January 1 will find the state $728,000 
short of sufficient funds to meet all of its liabilities—accrued and obligated.

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INDISCREET EVANGELISM. 


it is not likely the cause of evangelism or organized religion the country 
over will profit by the recent display of spectacularism on part of “Gipsy” 
Smith in Chicago. 

As related in the Associated Press dispatches, this world-famous evangel- 
ist led a procession 15,000 strong and two miles long of Chicago religionists 
of both sexes and all ages in an invasion of that city’s “red light” district. 

The venture came as the culmination of a series of revival meetings, ac- 
companied by the usual criticisms from the regular preachers of the city. 
When the tenderloin excursion was broached, many of these latter rose up 
in vehement protest, declaring that if the evangelist took thousands of inno- 
cent young people into this shunned distri¢t, it would be impossible to 
answer for the consequences. t 

The Chicago Tribune, one of the most conservative papers of the city, 
echoed the appeal in the following simple, yet sledge-hammer fashion: 


In the name of decency, in the light of the call of your colaborers 
in Christian work, in the name of the innocents unacquainted with the 
haunts of vice, do not lead them through the streets of shame. 


The world-famed exhorter was not, however, affected in the slightest de- 
gree. Singing and rejoicing, he led his army into the maelstrom of vice. 
It is a safe assertion that a large percentage of them were of the class that 
had never come in personal contact with such resorts. : 

It is exploits of this nature that discredit the cause of evangelism, wher- 
ever proscuted. At the best, only the most momentary impression could have 
been made on the denizens of the unhappy district by such visitation.

NATIONAL SPIRIT, THEME _ 


EMENT EVANS 


Camden, Ark., October 20.—(Special.) 
Speaking to’ the broad theme of the 
proper attitude of the south toward 
the nation in the present era of pros- 
perity and progress, General Clement 


A. Evana, ‘of Georgia, this morning de- 
livered the principal address at the 
Arkansas Harvest Fair. 

General “Evans, who was greeted by 
a large audience, complimented the 
splendid resources of Arkansas and 
described it as an excellent and typical 
vantage ground from which to view 
the nation. Speaking of the effect of 
the civil war upon both sections and 
the development of a national spirit, 
General Evans said: 

A National Spirit. 


“The greatest test of the common 
fidelity to the plan of the American 
union and the rights of the states with- 
in that plan, was made in the civil war 
when the magnificent tribute was paid 
to the common sentiment on this sub- 
ject of state rights, that although the 
eouthern states suffered the loss of a 
separate confederate government there 
was no loss of constitutional state 
sovereignty when the south was van- 
quished. The brave northern soldiers 
who fought to maintain the union made 
no demand for the destruction of the 
statehood of their states as a result 
of their victory. They saved the union 
and were satisfied. .The confederate 
soldier saved his state, and with that 
he is ready to maintain and greaten 
the union. On this line of thought I 
may declare my belief that not one 
state among all who are now in the 
community of the general government 
would vote to abolish state lines, to 
change the states into provinces, and 
to have our country ruled by any form 
of centralized authority. 

“The thoughtful citizen of the United 
States, reared in our civil life and in- 
stitutions, and acquainted with the his- 
tery of our country, has conceptions 
of the state which are not fully un- 
derstood by citizens of other countries. 
The intelligent foreigner thinks of the 
United States as the whole power, but 
the citizen of this country who travels 
abroad carries in his heart certain 
thoughts and sentiments about his 
state, as well as of his general gov- 
ernment. He thinks of the general 
government as a political power that 
protects him and to which he owes al- 
legiance. He thinks as his state as 
his home, the home of his family, the 
keeper of his property and the de- 
fender of his liberties. Neither the 
Asiatic, nor. the European h4’s the idea 
of statehood which stirs the soul of 
the citizen of this state of Arkansas. 
But while I state this truth about ths 
special love for the state, I also know 
that there its a complete coalescence, a 
perfect harmony of the twin senti- 
ments which an American feels for his 
state and for the union. The soldiers 
of the confederacy and the soldiers of 
the union army, felt alike on that 
pecullar sentiment. Their regiments 
were aligned in the general ranks by 
states, and they fought for the love 
of their respective states as well as 
for their different governments. The 
records in Washington show the mill- 
tary services of both armies of volun- 
teers by states. The present national 
guard is properly known by states, 
while the regulars of the United States 
army are so designated because 
of their eénlistment originally in 
the United States army. In the exer- 
cise of governmental powers the state 
as such is always distinctly recognized. 

‘The same special sentiment fo: 
statehood prevailed among our fore- 
fathers. John Adams had the feeling 
for Massachusetts that Jefferson had 
for Virginia. In fact, if out to the 
final test at this age, the New Yorker 
would fight, for New. York state Hke 
the Charlestonian would fight for 
South Carolina. The same noble at 
tachment which was strong in the citi- 
zens of the thirteen original states was 
transmitted into all the additiona) 
states even to the latest admission. 
The Kentuckian, wherever he may 


ream, never forgets his dear old Ken- 
tucky home. The citizen of great 
Texas may wander far away in other — 
lands, but his pride in being a Texan will 

appear whenever America its mentioned 
in a foreign land. This native Georgian 
who now addresses you is proud te 
have the knowledge that his passionate 
love for his state is equalled by. the 
love this audience bears for Arkansas. 

“We may now properly follow our 
general look at our country and our 
countryman at large by inpuiring what 
shall we do with the great resources 
of all kinds placed tn the possession of 
@ great people for their common use.. A 
great land, a great eople, @ great 
government, a great history and a 
great present o rtunity! What shall 
we do with al! this wealth? 

“How may we unite our interest, in- 
vest our property, conserve our re- 
sources, increase our power and yet 
preserve our liberty? 

“The first great movement should 
be to banish all evil sectional preju- 
dices and strife and establish the true 
sectional spirit of generous and genu- 
ine helpfulness. The evidently true 
course to be pursued in the national, 
the state, and the popular use of all 
our new immense wealth as well as the 
old resources is to desectionalize the 
jgeneral administration of the powers 
of government, and ado the best 
policies of conservation forthe gen- 
eral permanent good. That wise policy 
carried out in good faith would de- 
stroy all baneful sectionaliam every- 
where, in all states, all sections, and 
all people, for the simple reason that 
it would be no longer profitable in 
any sense. 


Proper Use of Sectionaligm. 


“You may note that our sectional 
and state pride which is usually re- 
garded as a source of hostilities may 
be made a cohesive power through the 
spirit of emulation to build up the 
country and not to depress any part. 
Sectional sentiment in the- true spirit 
is promotive of general union, but when 
possessed by the evil, selfish spirit it 
is a peril to every interest. The pres- 
ent general development of all our 
resources demands a combination of 
all energies and suggest that we fake 
less thought of our divisions and great- 
er care of the things upon which we 
are united. = 

‘TIT think that when We have discard- 
ed the hurtful error of using the gov- 
ernment, either state or national, to 
serve special sections or special inter- 
ests that we should also promptly re- 
buke any suggestion that on account 
of the immense progress the nations 
of the world are making in all com- 
mercial activities we shall be forced 
into readjustments of the machinery, or 
the policies of our general government. 
To enforce that view the old saying 
is sometimes quoted ‘That times chan 
and we change with them.’ But I sub- 
mit that no fundamental changes in 
the form, the nature, or the principles 
of our government are required in 
order that we may Keep the pace with 
progress and even lead the front line 
of the greatest and truest advances 
that may be made in the prosperity of 
the world.” 

Conserve Men and Principles. 

General Evans declared heartily ig 
favor of conservation of our resources, 
but proceeded to discharge the greatest 
conservation: 

“But I return to the su 
all this utilitarian policy ts too timited 
a view of the great present duty of 
conservation. There is a conservation 
that includes the wise protection also 
of greatest wealth which our people 
possess in the fundamental pelactulan 
of our own community Hfe which in 
true neighborly character has come 
down to us in our peculiar civil gov- 
ernment as the gift of heaven trans- 
mitted in trust to the present genera- 
tion. I submit to your thought the 
eoepeetien that the conservation of the 
civic principles, institutions, laws and 
religion of our land, together with the 
pure blood of the white races, is abso- 
lutely necessary to make our natural 
physicial wealth available for the use, 
enjoyment, liberty and happiness of 
posterity.

Harper will hang on Friday for a mur- 
der committed while he was a fugitive 
from justice, being pursued for another 
murder. 

By a vote of two to one, the prison 
commission has declined to recommend 
clemency. Chairman C. R. Hutchens 
dissented from the opinion of General 
Clement A. Evans and Captain Wiley 
Williams, and Ifs filed a letter giving 
his reasons. Governor Brown tg now 
reviewing the record with painstaking 
care, 

This case has been before every ap- 
peilate court before whom it could be 
carried. From the superior court of 
Murray county it has been carried to 
the court of appeals of Georgia, the su. 
preme court of this state, and the su- 
preme court of the United States. Sev- 
eral times Harper has been respited for 
one reason or another. 

Two weeks ago Governor Brown res- 
‘pited the condemned man from Octo- 
ber 5 to October 22, to permit the 
prison commission to review an appli- 
cation for clemency. They have declined 
to intervene. Nowonly the governor 
Stands between the condemned man 
and the gallows.

U. S. Senator Smith

Declares Action Cotton Mills 
Favoring Curtailment Because 
of Belief That Prices Were 
Higher Than Warranted by 
Crop Outlook Is Unfounded.

Senator Smith adds that reports re- 
ceived by him, as head of a movement 
of cotton planters having in view the 
ascertaining of the exact conditions 
concerning the present crop, indicates 
that it will fall far below last season’s 
crop.

“The prime mission of this college 
and its branches throughout the coun- 
try,” said Mr. Barrett yesterday, “will 
be the creating of leaders throughout 
the country. When Roosevelt's com- 
mission on country life investigated 
the rural problem they found that the 
chief lack was the proper. sort of 
leadership in the rural districts. 

“This is what we are gofng to sup- 
ply in every state in the nation We 
are going first to make a_ business 
farmer of the country boy, at a min- 
imum cost, probably for less than $50 
a year, and where he has no money 
we will let him work his way 
through. 

“We will show him how to make 
more cotton, more corn, mora wheat 
to the acreage. We will encourage 
him to diversify. We wif teach him 
how to get a maximum of results with 
the time and effort he invests. 

“Better than all, we. will train him 
to go back to the country and become 
there a missionary of the stay-on-the- 
farm-and-get-rich spirit. 

Pointing Back to the Farm. 

“The average school of today, how- 
ever efficient, heads the boy toward 
the cjty.. Our system will heaf him 
toward the farm, show him the obliga- 
tion to the people right around him, 
indicate to him that his life-work, his 
ambition is to be in the country, not 
in the city.

Later Cobb 
made a settlement with the night 
watchman. The grand jury took up 
the case independently.

Back’s Recovery Prac- 
tically Abandoned. 


Annapolis, M4., October 20.—Hope of 
the recovery of Midshipman Earl D. 
Wilson, quarter back of the navy foot- 
ball team, who was injured in the Villa 
Nova game last Saturday, was practi- 
cally abandoned thia afternoon when 
the following statement was issued to 
the Associated Press correspondent 
from the naval hospital here: 

“At a lonsultation this afternoon at

MEAT INSPECTION! 


Sensational Charges Be- 
fore Public Health ' Body. 


Mrs. Crane, of Michigan, 
Charges That the Govern- 
ment tors of Meats 
Stand In with the Packers 
and That the Law Is Openly 
Violated. 


Richmond, Va., October 26.—Direct 
charges of incompetency in the fed- 
eral department of agriculture and of 
disregard of the rules of the bureau 
of anima! industry in the federal! in- 
spéection of meat was made by Mrs. 
Caroline Bartlett Crane, of Kalamazoo, 
Mich., in an address this afternoon be- 
fore the American Public Health Asso- 
ciation, in convention here. 

Mre. Crane attacked the department, 
allegedly, for misleading the public 
into believing that the meat inspected 
by federal officials was passed upon 
justly and with the best interests of 
the public at heart. She stated that 
the standards of health of animals 
slaughtered had decreased since the 
scandal in meat inspection of 1906. 

The matter of her address was taken 
up by the convention in executive ses- 
sion. Mrs. Crane wil) submit her 
proofs and a report be made. 

Mrs. Crane also declared that the 
standards of meat inspection had been 
influenced by the efforts of the Ameri- 
can Meat Packers’. Association, which 
has sent a committee to confer with 
the bureau of animal industry on the 
formulation of these regulations. She 
also attacked the competency of many 
of the federal inspectors, 

Mrs. Crane stated that last Friday 
in Chicago, in company with the in- 
spector-in-chief of that city, she had 
visited one of the packing plants there 
and saw that not one of the condemned 
carcasses that came under her observa- 
ttion had been marked condemned, ac- 
cording to the rules.

the market above 14 cents were aban- 
doning their position. Talk of this 
sort brought in more general offerings 
and ericouraged greater aggressive- 
ness on the part of local bears as a 
result of which the market broke to a 
met loss of 12@15 points during the 
middie of the afternoon. This repre- 
sented a decline of between 20 and 24 
points from yesterday’s high records, 
but as soon as liocal sellers started to 
cover. the market becamie very firm 
again. and the new months sold at 
the highest points of the day, on ru- 
mors of a bullish National Ginners’ 
report. December showed leading 
strength and an absence of any im- 
portant sellers. That position ad- 
vanced from 13.60 to 13.80, and closed 
at 13.79 bid, or within 1 point of the 
highest price reached this season. 
Southern spot markets officially re- 
ported early were 1-16c higher to 1-32c 
lower. Some private reports claimed a 
less urgent demand from October spot 
shorts, but there were also claims that 
mills were big buyers on the decline.

IN THE STOCK MARKET 


t Wer Mice ---Speci 7 
nen re Heavy ia 
Stocks Were Pushed Up. 


New York, October 20.—The dull and 
hesitating tone of the speculative in- 
terests in stocks was unrelieved to- 
day. Prices did not move long in any 
one direction, and the action was con- 
fused by contrary movements going on 


at the same time. The more prominent 
issues, in which the greatest part of 
the market dealings have been con- 
centrated for a long time past, were 
heavy in tone. At the same time, spe- 
cial stocks of a less conspicuous class, 
and including some low-priced “non- 
dividend payers, were pushed upwards. 
As no news was offered to explain 
these movements, it was inferred that 
they were designed for sustaining ef- 
fect on the general list. The imme- 
diate condition of the local money 
market was not such as to force liq- 
uidation, in that the banks were not 
actually calling loans. Supplies of 
loanablie funds, in fact, were some- 
what more Uberal. The suspicious dis- 
position of the trading element towards 
the market was manifested in the 
way they interpreted even this seem- 
ingly favorable development. It was 
argued that these funds were supplied 
by former large holders of stocks, 
who had been selling out a. profitable 
{@vel of prices recently prevailing and 
wére lending the money on account 
of the more attractive interest rates 
at present. The recent activities in 
the market on the part of a highly 
speculative element have been passed 
largely on the supposition as to the 
personality of other buyers, presuma- 
bly well-informed on corporation af- 
fairs. A conjecture that selling had 
been going on from like influential 
quarters was sufficient to determine 
similar operations on the part of pro- 
fessional speculative element today. 

Beyond the immediately easier tone 
of the local money market, however, 
the money outlook was regarded as 
unassuring. The sustained strength of 
the foreign exchange market this week 
anr which persisted. today haa been 
ascribed to paying off of extensive ob- 
ligations by the New York money mar- 
ket to foreign markets. This process, 
instead of operating to relax foreign 
money markets, has been accompanied 
by steady rise in discount rates abroad 
The private discount rate in London 
today rose to above the official dis- 
count rate established last week, 
and it was taken for granted that to- 
morrow would see a further rise in the 
Bank of England official discount rate, 
probably by % per cent, and possibly 
by cater full 1 per cent. Continental 
exchanges moved moderately in favor 
of London today, and the private dis- 
count rate at Paris advanced in re- 
sponse to these developments. In this 
country. the exchange at Chicago 
moved against New York again and a 
resumption of interior demands far 
currency was looked for. There were 
small transfers of gold also to Canada 
and Brazil. 

The publication of the figures of the 
country’s foreign trade for September 
showed a further large increase of 
values of imports, which served to re- 
duce the trade balance again in favor 
of this country and thus to help to ex- 
plain the strength in the foreign ex- 
change market and the lack of an ex- 
pected supply of exchange to provide 
for remittance in payment of matur- 
ing loans gbroad. A report of a con- 
templated issue of new Chicago atid 
Northwestern stocks was greeted with 
a sharp decline in that stock and war 
a reminder of other necessities for new 
capital overhanging the market. Bonds 
of the International Pump Company 
also were offered both here and. in 
foreign markets. The placing of new 
American issues abroad suggested an- 
other phase of the question of secur- 
ing new capital in a way that might 
operate ag a substitution or funding of 
temporary borrowings from foreigners, 
and thus relieve the immediate ob- 
ligation to repay them. Money mar- 
ket factors are sufficiently mixed to 
explain. the halting tone of the spec- 
ulation, which kept prices within a re- 
stricted range throughout the day.

United States twos 
declined 1-8 and the fours registered 
1-4 per cent in the bid price on call.
